CHILDREN'S HOME SITE 


Unless the plan meets with too j 


stern opposition on.the part of the 
taxpayers, the county commission- 
ers •will, in all probability, offer 
for, sale .soon the children's home 
property, comprising ten acres in 
6ne of the most desirable residen- 
tial districts of the city. 


At its meeting this 
afternoon 


the cbmmissioners directed their 
clerk, Sampson D. Eckhart, to ad- 
dress a communication to the 
Board of Trade, 'the' Business 
if en's Association, the 
different 


granges in the county, and other 
civic organizations throughout the 
city and county, asking for an es- 
pression from tlieir members rela- 
tive to the idea. 


The opinion of individual tax- 


payers will also "be .sought by the 
board, the members of which'are 
eagci1 to act in,.a ivay that 'will 
ineet the will of the majority. 


Speaking on behalf of himself 


and Messrs. "W.orley and Hill, his 
associates on the 'board, President 
Thomas B.."Watkhis stated this 
afternoon that the- "board felt that 
the children's home property had 
grown too valuable to 'be used for 
its present purpose. 
. . 


Residences have sprung, up on 


all sides of the property, which, if 
sold and platted into 'building lots, 
would find a ready market from 
•prospective home 'builders. 


Not only would the sale of the 


property bring a fancy price, 'but 
the entire. valuationwould, then 
be placed on the tax 
duplicate, 


yielding a splendid revenue to the 
county from taxes. 


The tract comprises ten acres, 


and includes all of the properly 
'between Grant street and Seven- 
teenth street, and Hutchms street 
and Grandview avenue, all 
im- 


proved streets: A large two story 
brick-'building1 occupies the cen- 
ter of the tract, used as a domicile 
for the orphaned youth of 
the 


county.

If the sale of the entire tract 


would not toe acceptable to the 
majority of the 
taxpayers, 
the 


commissioners -will then 
suggest; 


that a largo part of it, at least, 
should he sold, as this could be 
done without destroying its value 
as « children's borne. 


Should the first plan material- 


ize,

commissioners

"then use a part of the proceeds to 
purchase a desirable shx out in

In the majority of counties, the 


children's homes are located in 
the rural sections, since it is the 
prevailing opiinon that the influ- 
ence of the open air life of

"We frequently went to

They were very fine people 
indeed and I was certainly 
sorry to learn of Mrs. Vieh- 
mier's death. She was a fine 
Christian woman, a woman 
who possessed many admir- 
able qualities," Rev. Mailing 
said Monday.

A PLEASING OUTCOME 


The board of county commissioners ought to be twice satisfied 


with the result of calling in the board of trade good roa&i com- 
mittee and citizens generally to advise with it in the matter of 
road improvement, as it not only got that advice in plenty and 
generously, but.it got the particular kind of advice it liked to 
have,_for it tumed.ont there was common expression of ideas iden- 
tical-with that of its members. 
• 


An outcome that will be pleasing to mbst advocates of perma- 


nent roads is the making it clear that there is no desire, nor pur- 
pose oh the part of the commissioners to substitute some other ma- 
terial for brick in improving the highways. 
Thus it can be set 


down that for their term there will be no such uproar as was 
awakened this year by the laying of a part of the Seioto Trail with 
concrete. 
' 
- 


Another satisfactory outcome is the determination to expend 


all of the two mill levy in making permanent 
improvements 
and 


dispensing these along all the main arteries of the county. This is 
the only fair way and prudent to do but it hasn't been strictly ad- 
hered to in the past. In the first year of the special levy, over- 
whelmed by the wide destruction wrought by the flood, funds for 
permanent roads were diverted to making urgent and temporary 
repairs and until this year no paving was done on the West Side, 
and only on a jag at that. 
: •

As a sort of conclusion, it may be said the number and promi- 


nence in their neighborhood of those who gathered to consult 
svith the commissioners made it evident that interest in good 
roads is by no means dying out. The number was large and the 
county at large was represented. From about Wheelersburg, where 
they are always awake and doing, there was a notably big repre- 
sentation, which knew just .what it wanted and went away with it.
